Sho idolised Gam- 
betta whose private character was scan- 
dalous, Boulanger, had he bad suiliciont 
daring, might havo mado himself ‘master of 
Franco, but lis reign, even under the 
most favourable circumatances, would have 
been short-lived, for in France aa every. 
whera no enduring success is possible 
without moral stamina and without the 
power to control debasing passions. The 
people of Francs have got rid of another 
menace to their liberty, but Boulangiam 
has not died with Boulanger. As long ss 
militariem is rampant, parliamentary gov- 
ernment will be in peril, and ambitious men 
may find opportunities to utilise the inovit- 
able discontent for thoir own aggrandiso- 
ment and the subjection of the country to 
military dictation.

GAMBLING AND BETTING. 

In the Sunday Magzine for Augunt, the 
Rey. Hugh Price Hughes writes on ‘ Gam- 
bling and Botting.” He eays:—'It ia 
somewhat diffioklt to distinguish betweon 
gambling .and betting. Both practices 
spring from the tame root, a vulgar grood 
for money, ‘There is no doubt that -gam- 
bling and botting have onormously increas 
6d of late years. The Convocation of the 
Province of York has issued an interesting 
report on this subject, The evidence 
furnished by the parochial clergy, the 
municipal authorities, the police, and the 
governors and chaplains of prisona, elearly 
shows that gambling and betting have 
increased enormously, It has been estimat- 
ed that the numbor of professional book- 
makers in this country ia not loss than ton 
thousand, The manio of gambling porvadas 
all classes of socioty. Wo hava just had 
moat painful evidence that it rules the 


highest olassea of all, But this once ariato- 
cratic vice haa now percolated through 
every. grade of British society dowa to tha 
Very gutter. Gambling not only laada to 
finangial ruin, but it has a peculiarly 
deadening eifect.upon the soul, even before 
tho bratal consummation ia reached. It 
produces one of tho mast heartless forms of 
eelfishness, and is fatal to delicacy and 
moguanimity of mind, It is peculiarly 
mean, eardid, and brutal. It is time to 
aak what can be dona.to stop the ravages of 
this glgantio national curse, Surely the 
first. necessity is. to discover and to 
state ‘the preoise evil of gambling and 
betting, nlees wo can find some 
gtound of objection to the practica of 
gambling, epart oltogether from the amount 


of the money. risked, wo had better abandon! 
all attempts to arrest the vice. Unless: wo 
can-creataa conscisncs’on the subjact wo 
shall do nothing. The best definition, 
however, of the essential evil of gambling 
is given by: Mr Herbert Spencer in his 
intensely. interoating "Study of Soctology.’ 
Hera wo have a lucid and ‘convincing atate. 
ment of the two aspects: of the immorality, 
of gambling. First, it is gain without 
merit; and secondly, it is gain. through. 
another's loss. Whenever the seller and 
the buyor sre not mutually bonofited tho 
transaction is immoral and rotten, and 
involves dishonesty and deceit on: ono side 
or the other. ‘The more the conduct of the 
gambler ia analysed and pondorod, the more 
it will be realised that at bottom every 
gambler ian thief ; and that the command- 
ment which he has broken is the com- 
mandment which says, “Thou shalt not 
steal.” Gambling stands in the some 
relation to stealing that duelling stands to 
murder, Both cases the victim takes the 
chance that he may be the victor. 
But in tho case of duelling the con- 
science of England no longer rogarda 
that os an excuse. The day will come 
when the conscience of Bnglsnd will be 
equally onlightenod in relation to gom- 
bling, and when ovory gambler will be 
branded asa thief.’
